DOOMS MURDERER 


Hiller Slaves Rentesioed to 
Hang After Proof Is Shown 
in Marks on Porch 


Railing. 


FIRST CASE OF THE KIND. 


Challenge of Defense of Jen- 
nings Called Fatal to His 
Cause; Jurors Act 
Quickly. 


Identification by finger prints is reepdnsi- 
Die for a verdict returned late yesterday 


afternoen in the Criminal court sentencing 


Thomas Jennings to hang. Jennings, who is 


a negro, was found guilty of the murder of 


Clarence Hiller, former chief clerk in the 
local freight office of the Chicago, Rock 
Isiand and Pacific railway. 

The coki bloodedé crime two months age 
stirred the whole Englewood region and 
aroused demands for better police protection. 
Yesterday the jury retired to consider the 
evidence at 3: 16 O clock and returned the vor- 
dict two hours later. 

It is the first murder case on record in 
which the finger print system of identifica- 
tion. was relied upon for a conviction. 

Criminals have been convicted of burglary 
and lesser crimes by the introduction of 
“finger print evidence,” but it remained for 
a jury in Judge Kavanagh's court to vote 
the death penalty on mute testimony of this 
nature. 


Will Criminals Wear lover 

Now that the criminal classes are menaced 
by the finger print system, George Porteous, 
an expert in criminology, propounds this 
question: 

Win the future housebreaker wear gloves 
to foil the police in procuring finger print 
evidence?” 

Mr. Porteaus established the Bertilion au- 
tem of identification in the United States 
about twenty years ago. 

“I have followed the Hiller case closely,“ 
he said, “and there is no doubt of the iden- 
tification. The finger prints found on the 
back porch railing of the Hiller house are 
those of Jennings. There are thirty-three 
similar points in the comparison of three fin- 
ger prints on impressions, and this makes the 
identification infallible. 

“One pair of gloves of a certain make is 
ike another. But it is different with a per- 
son’s hands or fingers. No two hands are 
exactly alike. If Jennings had worn gloves 
the night he entered the Hillers’ house I 
don’t think he would have been convicted, 
even though be had a criminal record. 

The finger print evidence, and that alone, 
convinced the jury of his guilt." 


Suspect Caught Quickly. 

The story of the arrest and conviction of 
Jennings would provide materia! for a Sher- 
lock Holmes murder mystery. Three police- 
men of the South Dnglewood station were 
at the corner of One hundred and Third street 
and Vincennes road waiting for a street car 
at 2:30 o'clock on the morning of Sept. 19 last. 
They had not heard of the killing of Hiller, 
which occurred half a mile distant twenty 
minutes before. 

A negro—Jennings—came panting upon the 
scene. He was halted by the three patrol- 
men and asked to give an account of him- 
self. He said his name was Jones and that 
he was running to catch a car. A thirty- 
eight caliber revolver was found on him. 
Blood stains also were found on his clothing. 

He was taken to the South Englewood sta- 
tion, and when the officers arrived there they 
learned of the Hiller murder at 1837 West 
One Hundred and Fourth street. The patrol 
wagon had been called by a neighbor of 
Hiller, who telephoned the meager fects of 
the killing and the escape of the slayer. 

In their investigation the police learned 
that a burglar had entered the Hiller home 
shortly after 2 o’clock by climbing through 
a rear window, 

A daughter of the family was awakened 
and her screams brought Mr. Hiller from his 
bedroom. He grappled with the thief, and 
both rolled down a flight of stairs. 


Kills Hiller at Foot of Stairs. 


At the bottom of the stairway the burglar 
fired two shots into Hiller’s body. killing him 
instantly. He escaped through the front 
door. 

Capt. M. P. Evans of the bureau of identifi- 
cation was notified of the case a few hours 
later and went to the South Englewood sta- 
tion. 

He recognized the negro as Thomas Jen- 
nings, a paroled convict. Jennings was con- 
vieted of burglary in November, 1906, and 
was sentenced to the Joliet penttentiary. He 
was paroled in 1909, and on Dec. 6 of that 
year he was arrested for burglary at Harvey, 
Ill, Instead of being tried at that time on 
tine burglary charge he was sent back to 


| prison for violation of parole. On Aug. 8 of 


this year he was again released on parole. 
Six weeks later he killed Hiller. 

In the hope that there might besome finger 
print clew to the murder Capt. Evans went 
to the Hiller house and made an investiga- 
tion. He found evidence of how the burglar 
entered the house through a rear window and 
below the window was a porch railing that 
had been freshly painted. 

Finds Prints That Hang. 

On this railing were finger prints made, pre- 
sumably, by the robber. 

Capt. Evans took the section of porch raf 
ing to his office and there developed the finger 
prints. He then compared these prints with 
an impression of Jennings’ left hand and 

found thirty-three similar pointe of indenti- 
fication. When he compared the impressions 
he gelt positive that Jennings was the mur- 
derer of Hiller. 

„Attorney Anderson, who detended Jen- 
nings, unwittingly convicted his client by 
asking me if I could take an impression of his 
fingers,” seid Capt. Evans. He wasstand- 
ing in front of the jury when he asked me if 
I gould take bis finger print from « railing 
in front of the box.

Count Mourik de Beaufort was arrested 
on a charge of disorderly conduct made by 
his father-in-law, M. H. Kilgallen, and com- 
pelled to ride in thé patrol wagon and go 
behind the bars of the Harrison street Sta- 
tion last evening. 

Responsibility for the arrest was placed on 
Kilgalien by the count himself. The count 
courted trouble by trying to force entrance 
into the countess’ room at the hospital after 
Mr. Kilgallen gave strict orders that every- 
body should be kept out.“ 

Mr. Kiigalien was notified of the arrest 
soon after it took place and, according to 
one of the hospital attachés, he didn't say 
much.”

Union league, Mre. Snowden made a trip 
mete oy the strike districts and made a 
speech to a crowd'of strikers in Hodcarriers’ 
hall, West Harrison ang Green streets. 

When Mrs. Snowden éntered the hall word 
was passed to those in charge of the meet- 
ing, who immediately introduced the suffra- 
get to the crowd. Her appearance on the 
platform was greeted with applause and 
niany calis of speech were made. 

"I did to intend to speak, but since you 
wish to hear me I want to say that I fully 
ingorze your strike,“ said Mre. Snowdén. 
“You are striking for recognition of the 
union and that is the least the employers 
can grant you. Tou ought to have your 
union recognized. That is what we fight for 
in England and we get it. I give you my 
best wishes for success.”’ 


Are Studying Tariff Question. 

Mr. and Mrs. Snowden are in the United 
States studying American economic condi- 
tions and the tariff question, which is coming 
up as a big issue in the British parlament. 

After returning from the strike districta. 
Mre. Snowden received reporters at the 
league’s headquarters. at 275 La Salle street. 

“TI never saw such enthusiasm,’ she said. 

“ The strikers were brim full of it. And such 
a large number of pretty girls; many of the 
girls I saw were beautiful. The crowds were 
much better lsoking than similar crowds in 
England. The same class of workers are not 
so well off there as they are here in America, 
The poor in London have no spirit. There is 
utter hopelesenese. They represent the third 
and fourth generation of people born in the 
slums. 

Here in America the strikers seem fresh 
and not so {intensely exploited. I don't mean 
to say that they are not exploited just as 
hard here,’ but the wor are young and 
représent the firet ge p of that class of 
workers.

„It had even arrived at that stage in 
Central America. 
White Man’s Conquest of America. 

The white man stopped development, wiped 
eut all that had been done, absorbed of In- 
dian culture only certain domestic plants and 
animals. The white man justifies himself by 
talking about progress, natural expansion, 
divine rights, providence, and other phrases. 
Jungle law does justify all this. But when 
man prays he pretends that the earth is not a 
jungle, and the Christian talks about charity 
and prays that he may do as he would be done 
by. The Indian has heard about this view, 
and that is why he found it difficult to accept 
Christianity. 

Germans and Russians appear to Poles as 
monstrous, ruthless beasis, as the white man 
does to the Indian. This is the way the mat- 
ter looks to the Poles: 

“We have to deal with Germans and Rus- 
sians. From their injustice is born the Polish 
question. There is great difference between 
Poles and Germans. Germans have always 
been a wandering people. Savages in early 
times, scurrying back and forth across Eu- 
rope, ruthless destroyers, Goths and Vandals. 
Nothing was sacred them. 

We Poles are different. We have culti- 
vated the arts of peace. We are more civil- 
ized, a more sessile population, a peace loy ing 
people. We desire neither conquest nor Wars 
of conquest. We preter to remain in our an- 
cestral homes, worshiping at fhe shrines of 
Our ancestors. 

„Worst of all Germans are those of the 
north, the Prussians. Bavarians much re- 
semble Polés. Probably much of their ancient 
blood ig Slav. Like us, they show reverence 
for their own, respect for things foreign. The 
Prussians are grabbers. Their organization 
ig military and they rule by discipline—but 
are not free. Their greed for land grows 
through generations. They would overflood 
the world. ‘

Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—Several prom- 
ment lawyers from Philadelphia New York, 
and Baltimore are coming to see Secretary 
Knox and Chief Osborne of the bureau of 
trade relations tomorrow. to urge the adop- 
tion of a vigorous policy toward. Germany 
in connection with the refusch of the gov-

Balfour , Authorizes Statement. 

Walter Hume Long announced tonight on 
the duthotity of Mr. Balfour, leader of the 
opposition, that neither home rule, imperial 
federation, nor devolution formed any part 
of the discussion, which confirmed previous 
reports that the conference had confined 
itself to the constitutional question. 

The political situation now reverts to the 
position it was in before the truce. The 
conference secured a respite in the contro- 
versy over the most acute issue of the day 
during the period of national mourning, 
which gavé hope that some means would be 
found to avoid political complications until 
after the coronation next year. 

How this is to be accomplished remains a 
matter of conjecture, and politicians are pre- 
paring to resume the fight. Advanced Lib- 
erals, long tired of Inactivity, are urging 
the government to press forward the original 
proposals limiting the power of the house of 
lords by itntroducing in the. upper. house 
immediately the resolutions passed im the 
house of commons last April.

Kocian in Recital. 


In Orchestra hall last night Jaroslav Kocian 
gave a violin recital before a small but appre- 
clative audience. His program contained. 
among other things, a coneert by d’Ambrosio, 
a work that has had few representations. here. 
It is attractive as to melodic content, and for 
any violinist who possesses even a small meas- 
ure of Mr. Kocian’s command of tone it must 
prove a grateful number. 

It was presented in a well nigh perfect man- 
ner. Mr. Kocian bas learned the value of ar- 
tistic reticence, and thig lends to his playing 
aspects that are somewhat rare in the art of 


the violinists who aspire to the role of travel- 


ing virtuoso. For all that he presents is to be 
viewed from two angles. The first emphasizes 
its absolute musical beaUty. The second sug- 
gests but does nof emphasize the emotional 
possibilities. In these days of hysteria among 
the violinists it must be confessed that Mr. Ko- 
cian’s art is refreshing, just because of its lack 
of personal emphasis. One feels that he ia 
really more concerned with the presentation of 
music that he believes to be beautiful than with 
the display of his own capacity in the direction 
of mechanical attainments or capacity for emo- 
tional excitement, In other words, he reveres 
his art and though he might easily make sensa- 
tional display of his technic which seemingly 
knows no limitations, or through the medium 
of his rarely beautiful tone might indulge in 
all manner of sentimental exaggerations, he 
prefers to remain the sincere musician, 

His reward must be that he earns from his 
fellow musicians. of like mind a respect that is 
as great as it promises to be enduring. His 
perfect techno is in itself enough to inspire 
something like awe. It manifests itself not 
only in the ease with which it surmounts difii- 
culties and in the uninterrupted beauty of the 
tone. but in the wonderful rhythmical values 
which maintain evenness in passage work, set 
the pulse of the moevment, and accomplish 
many delicate unaences. .

Plans Boycott on Foreign Plays. 


New Tork, Nov.’ 10.—[Special.}—Mrs. Carter- 
Payne is organizing what she calls The Na- 
tional Society for the Encouragement of Amer 
icam Playwrights.” She says its object is to 
place a boycott on foreign plays for the five 
years’ life of the society. 

Mrs. Carter-Payne says ‘she has promises of 
financial assistance in this movement from 
American actors who are being crowded out 
by less expensive foreign players who come here 
with foreign productions and stay - here’ to 
crowd the profession, and from American the- 
atergoers who have been paying toll to some 
dramatic eritics of the country, and from those 
loyal ‘producing managére Who have confined 
their effort to home products. She says: 

“The greatest drawback in the advancement 
of the American drama is the discouragement 
to the playwright among our young, splendidly 
educated people by the overproduction of foreign 
plays heré and the movement is aimed directly 
at those American theatrical managers who,

Physician Is Improving—Murderer’s 
Father Says Son Was Not Charity 
Patient and All Bills Were Paid. 


Dr. Jacques Holinger, the physician who 
was shot by a patient in his office Wednesday

Who is a brather of 
Arnold Holinger, the Swiss consul in Chicago, 
was shot twice by Louis Martin, a plumber, 
who had been operatedon for an affection of 
the throat. Martin had an open wound in 
hia throat in which a silver tube had been 
placed. He kiNed himself after 
down the physician in the presence of his 
‘secretary and another patient.

“The woman who is kitchen minded, par- 
lor minded, social minded, or city minded Is : 
not adequate for the great Work of the 
world today along spiritual lines,” said Mrs. 
Mohtgomery. “Even the world minded 
woman is not fitted as she should be. It is 
the Christ minded woman only who can-cope 
with the great demand. But woman is grow- 
ing. She is isolated no more in the home or 
in the fleld of labor. 


Sees Way to One Religion.

Government Agent Arrives 
with Vast Pictorial Eney- 
clopedia for People. 


STUDY PLANTS AND BUGS. 


Roads, Weather Experimenta- 
tion, Wireless, and Firearms 
Are Among Details: 


Active work on government exhibits to be 
installed at the Coliseum during The Trib- 
une’s Land show began yesterday with the 
arrival of Joseph J. Hittinger, special rep- 
resentative in charge of the officia! displays. 

The exhibits will be decidedly interesting 
and instructive,” said Mr. Hittinger. “The 
educational features of the displays will 
commend them to one. Some of the 
material ie on the ground and a lot of it is 
on the way. I am confident we can have 
everything installed on time. 

The exhibit from the department of agri- 
culture is especially exhaustive, The bureau 
of plant industry will display models of 411 
varieties of apples, 251 varieties of peaches, 
159 kinds of oranges and other fruits, to- 
gether with 234 samples of various ceréals 
and grasses, illustrating all of the various 
market grades. 


Will Show Farm Methods. 

“The reasons for ying will be éx- 
plained in pictures, and the pudlie will de 
shown what is being accomplished in the dry 
farming regions. Every detail of the work. 
at the stockyards will be explained, and dairy 
methods will be set forth in detail. 

“If any one wishes to find out what the 
forest service is doing a visit to the govern- 
ment exhibits will supply the information. 
In addition the public will be shown how 
paper is made from wood. The bureau of 
entomology will display models of files, 
showing how typhoid ie carried from one 
place to another, and models of mosquitoes, 
Ulustrating differences between yellow fever 
and malarial varieties. 

The department of the interior will make 
an especial effort to interest settlers in the 
possibilities of the west by means of ijlus- 
trated lectures and by a series of fine trans- 
parencies showing details of the work. 


Will; Show Money Printing Preas. 

A press such as is used for printing money 
will be in operation.

United States Finishing. 

The United States Finishing company. 
which finishes 75 per cent of the cotton goods 
cared for outside of the plants of the manu- 
facturers, had on hand at the beginning of 
the month enough orders to cover more than 
two months’ operations at normal capa sity 
The plants are now running at about 90 per 
cent capacity, a 20 per cent improvement 
from the curtailment period. Capacity is 
the handling of 525,000,000 yards of goods 
per year. 

The fiscal year ended June 30 showed a de- 
crease from 1909 as a result of curtailment 
in the last half of the fiscal year, the six 
months through December showing records. 
The balance after 7 per cent dividenés on 
the preferred stock was equal to 18.4 per cent 
on the $2,000,000 common, against 32.2 per 
cent on $1,500,000 common in 1909. Prior to 
1909 there was $1,000,000 common stock. A 
60 per cent stock dividend in the last year 
has mereased it to 83.000.000. 


Equipment Company Business. 

The following was wired from New York: 
“There is a fafr run of small orders in the 
equipment market. but with the exception 
of an order for 1,000 cars placed recently 
by the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western 
the equipment companies have received no 
large orders for many weeks. There are 
furthermore few large inquiries in the mar- 
ket. The Canadian Pacific is understood to 
be considering an order for 2,300 hopper cars 
and 500 box cars, but ft is not certain whether 
it will be placed in the United States. The 
Pittsburg. Shawmut & Northern also is ex- 
pected in the market for 1,250 cars. 

“Were it not for the good volume of small 
orders some of the equipment plants would 
already be shut down. In any event unless 
there should be a marked improvement ir. 
the business immediately some plants will be 
shut down this month. Equipment officials 
believe that the railroads will come into the 
market more freely before the close of the 
year, but not on the usual large scale

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STOCKS RECOVER. 


MOST OF LOSSES 


Karly Trading Reveals Weak- 
ness, but This Is Overcome 
Near the Close. 


BUSINESS VOLUME LARGE. 


Various Factors Responsible for 
Shifting Tide of Specula- 
tive Sentiment. 


{NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.) 

New York, Nov. 10.—[Special.]—For the 
first three hours of today's stock market ses- 
sion the movement of prices was decidedly 
weak in keeping with the trend of Wednes- 
day’s market. There were added to the three

Further realizing by disappointed 
speculators who bought in the hope of par- 
tieipatihg in the much talked of “ election 
boom,“ accounted for the morning slump 
while hurried efforts among bearish ope ru tors

in the later recovery. 


Transactions on Large Scale. 
Transacticns were on the largest scale wit- 
nessed in a number of weeks, but in epite of 
this the day’s business was Professional in 
the extreme. In the Stee] corporation's re- 


port on unfilled tonnage as of Oct. 31 the 


figures were the smallest reported since the 
falling off in business began, although it 
makes a better comparison with old low 
record reported by the corporation as of Sept. 
30. 1904, for the reason that in those figures 
the company’s own takings were included. 
whereas in the present statement of tonnage 
they are excluded. 

The actual loss from Oct. 1 amounted to 
286.157 tons, which compares with a loss of 
379,022 tons in the month of September and 
of 433,808 tons in the month of August. The 
ratio is apparently a diminishing one, but it 
must be remembered of course that this 
naturally follows the approach to what must 
be reascnably close to a minimum. 

Of interest in this connection was the defi- 
nite announcement of the placing of an order 
of 38.000 tons of rails by the Erie, an example 
which will unquestionably be followed by 
other roads which are equally in need of 
similar materia! for renewal purposes in spite 
of the loose talk of the withholding of all 
business unti) the rate controversy is de- 
termined. 

Some unsettlement of sentiment was in- 
volved in other items of the day’s news 
budget, as in tbe strike situation in this city 
and talk of such an issue in the agitation by 
western railway engineers for a higher wage, 
as well as in dispatches from Mexico City 
telling of the murder of Americans in the 
streets and an attempt upon the life of our 
ambassador to Mexico. 


Money Markets Easier. 

Money markets were distinctly easier here, 
call loans failing to rise above 4 per cent, 
with short time funds placed at 5 per cent, a 
concession of one-quarter of 1 per cent from 
the rates recently prevailing. The Bank ot 
England made an exceptionally strong show- 
ing in its weekly statement, Its percentage of 
reserve amounting as a matter of facttoa 
figure only once exceeded at this season in 
the last decade.
